President Coolidge is reputed to have an 
exceptionally cool and steady head.

into the

The republican party, too is in the same 
fix. 
It knows not which way to turn, for 
on every hand it is confronted by the grim 
spectres of the oil

and the Forbes 
scandal. 
The stand-pat leaders are saying 
nothing. 
Not a word is heard from Henry 
Cabot Loge or Moses of New’ Hampshire 
or Brandegee of Connecticut, the arch-ene­ 
mies of Woodrowr Wilson. But one repub­ 
lican is talking. 
LaFollette

finger on the party pulse and delivers the 
following diagnosis: 
“I say it with shame and mortifica­ 
tion, but it is unfortunately true, that 
the political party of which I am a 
member, as represented by those in 
control of the machinery of the party, 
has played as sorry a part in this in­ 
vestigation as it did in the Ballinger 
investigation.

Senator Ralston has made his maiden

on them. 
For it is not myself but 
Christ Jesus thift I am proclaiming 
as Lord! I am only a slave of yours 
tor Jesu s’ sake. 
F or God who said. 
“Let light shine out of darkness,*’ 
has shone in my heart, to give me 
the light 
of knowledge 
of 
God’s 
glory, that is on the face of Christ. 
But I have this treasure 
in 
a 
m ere earthen jar, to show th a t its 
rraaingz power belongs to God and 
not to me. 
I am hard pressed on 
every side, but never cut off; per­ 
plexed, but not driven to despair; 
louted, but not abandoned; struck 
down, but not destroyed; never free 
from the danger of being 
put 
fo 
death like Jesus, so that in my body 
the life of Jesus also may be seen. 
Tor every day I live I am being giv­ 
en up to death for Jesu s’ sake,

Though my 
outer nature is w asting away, my in­ 
ner is being renewed evry day. For 
this slight, m om entary trouble is 
piling up for me an eternal blessed­ 
ness beyond all comparison, because 
I keep my eyes not on w hat is seen 
I ut w hat Is unseen. 
For w hat is 
seen is thansitory, but w hat is un­ 
seen is eternal. 
F or I know that

This m akes me sigh with longing to 
put on my heavenly dwelling, for if 
I do, I shall never find myself disem ­ 
bodied.

not want to be stripped of it, but to 
put on th e other over it, so that 
w hat is only m ortal may be absorb 3d 
in life. 
It is God him self who has 
prepared me for this change, and he 
has given me the Spirit as his guar­ 
anty. 
So I am confident.

For 
if I was out of my senses, as they 
say, it was between God and me;

convinced that as one has died for 
all, all have died, and he died for all 
that those who live m ight no longer 
live for themselves, but for him who 
died for them and rose again.

conciliation. 
It is for Christ, therefore, that I 
am an envoy, seeing that God makes 
bis appeal through em 
On C hrist’s 
behalf I beg you to be reconciled to 
God. 
H e m ade him who knew noth­ 
ing of sin to be sin, ’or our sake, 
that through union with 
him 
we 
might become God’s uprightness. 
As God’s fellow-worker, I appeal 
to you, too, not to accept the favor of 
God and then w aste It. For he says. 
“I have listened to you at a wel­ 
come time,

This Is the day of deliverance! I put 
no obstacle in anyone’s path, so that 
no fault may be found with my work.

H erbert S. Houston, publisher of 
Our World, presided and the speak­ 
ers were Col. Smith W. Brookhart, 
United States Senator from Iowa 
Johnson and Col. Alvin M. Owsley 
former national commander of the 
American Legion. 
Prayer was 
of­ 
fered by Rev. Dr. William B. Millar, 
general secretary 
of 
the 
Greater 
New York Federation of Churches. 
Church assembly was sounded by a 
Marine Corps 
trum peter 
from the 
veterans of that organization, who 
fought at Belleau Wood. 
“We are met here today,” said Dr. 
Millar in his prayer, “to render hon­ 
or to one whom we believe was rais­ 
ed up by Thee for our hour of need. 
We believe that he was able to do 
the work that he did through divine 
guidance and inspiration. 
We thank 
God for Woodrow Wilson, 
for 
his 
matchless courage and burning zeal, 
and for the inspiration that comes to 
us from his life of toil and zeal. May 
the youth of America seize the ban­ 
ner he has laid down and carry it on 
until the high ideals of their fallen 
chieftain are carried to fruition.” 
Sergt. W ebster de 
Smith of the 
Belleau Wood 
Veterans, 
acting as 
temporary 
chairman, 
introduced 
Houston. 
“The gre^t war 
President,” said 
Houston, “in whose 
memory 
this 
meeting is held, was a soldier of 
peace. 
When he 
called you and 
your comrades to the colors it was 
a fight in a war to end war. 
It 
seems in every way fitting, there­ 
fore, that as the chairman of this 
meeting, organized by the veterans 
of the war, I should say a few open­ 
ing words about Woodrow Wilson’s 
fight for peace. To him world peace 
was the great purpose of the war. 
It was also the great and complete 
justification of the war. 
He fought 
German militarism because until it 
was overcome there 
could not 
be 
enduring peace in the world. 
“How characteristic of 
Woodrow 
Wilson it was that as he came to 
the end of those four years of un­ 
complaining 
suffering, 
he 
should 
send a message, with a gift of his 
own, to the hard-pressed college pro­ 
fessors of Germany. 
It 
was 
Sir 
Phillip Sydney again, lying stricken 
on the field, passing the cup of cold 
water to the soldier whose need was 
greater than his own. 
“Some day the world will be re­ 
united, but that day will not come— 
it cannot come—until the vision of 
peace 
has 
been 
translated 
into 
acts of friendship and understand­ 
ing. 
Now, 
this 
great 
soldier 
of 
peace, whom we remember here to­ 
day, believed that in his heart and 
lived it in his life.” 
Senator Brookheart, who is one of 
the world’s 
expert 
riflemen, 
said 
that he first met Wilson while he 
(Brookhart) was coaching the A m er-1 
ican international rifle team. Wilson I 
was then Governor of New Jersey j 
and the rifle men were being train­ 
ed at the Sea Girt range of the New 
Jersey National Guard. The Senator 
said that to his mind one of the 
President’s 
greatest 
achievements 
had been his call to 
the 
German 
people to rise and overthrow their 
autocratic rulers This, in the opin­ 
ion of Brookhart, will 
rank 
with 
W ashington’s achievement of Amer­ 
ican independence and Lincolns obo- 
lition of slavery. 
Owsley’s Eulogy 
Johnson, following a brief eulogy 
of Wilson, read his 
original poem, 
“Towers of Remembrance.” 
Col. Owsley declared that Wilson 
had been one of the world’s great 
emancipators. 
The 
former 
legion 
official told of having been in Paris 
on the day the President arrived for 
the opening of peace negotiations. 
Col. Owsley said 
that 
the people 
knelt in the streets of Paris to wor­ 
ship a man who they believed had 
come to establish the era of peace. 
Bainbridge 
Colby, 
Secretary 
of 
State in the second term of the Wil­ 
son administration, addressed 
the 
Central and Free Synagogue at Car­ 
negie Hall. 
Colby said that probably no other 
war ever affected a President as did 
the European war affect President 
Wilson. In that connection, he said: 
“History will probably call Pres­ 
ident Wilson the most active of our 
war presidents. 
The conduct of the 
war was placed 
promptly 
in 
the 
hands of professional soldiers, where 
it belonged, and no President ever 
gave greater support to those who 
fought in the trenches or those who 
were charged with maintaining 
an 
unbroken front at home.” 
Colby, by way of contrast, cited

former Senator McCumber of North 
Dakota, its attorney. 
The commission which has com­ 
pleted its independent investigation 
of production costs, will make no 
recommendation in its report to the 
president,

the wheat rate will be found justi­ 
fiable. 
The rate is fixed at 30 
cents a bushel in the law, and may 
be revised to the extent of 50 per 
cent of that amount by executive 
action.
